President Roosevelt, in an¬ 
nouncing that 1934 war plans 
contemplate the invasion* ot 
Europe, prepared the peopse loi 
what is to come when he said 
that it will be "one of the great¬ 
est military operations ever 
planned in history —a miUfary 
campaign which, no matter how 
successfully and brilliantly exe- J 
cuted, will involve casualties; 
such as this Nation has never be¬ 
fore endured.” 

When contemplated what that 
means in human tragedy, we 
should all highly resolve, here on 
the home front, to do everything 
within our power, willingly and 
ungrudgingly, and regardless of 
any sacrifice it may entail, to 
back up our men in the armed 
forces and to put a period to 
this war as speedily as possible. 
And we should also highly re¬ 
solve that never again will we sit 
Idlqy by while gangster leaders 
come to power and deliberately 
fan the fires of a world holo¬ 
caust. The bitter tragedy of this 
war is that a few years ago, 
when Hitler and Mussolini were 
mere puppets, strutting and 
pounding their chests, they could 
have bees checkmated. And Ja¬ 
pan, too. could have been checked 
before her plans were laid. The 
tragedy is that it need not have 
happened and the least we can 
do, when we have paid our debt 
In blood, is to make certain, no 
matter what the cost, that it 
doesn’t happen all over again a 
few decades hence.

The Army hasn’t gone panty- 
waist, but "lace curtains” are be¬ 
ing made to camouflage its 
equipment. Production of "shrimp 
net” camouflage by the million 
square yards, based on a desigjt 
developed by certain manufac¬ 
turers and Army and Navy ex¬ 
perts began this week. Ten lace 
curtain factories throughout the 
country are preparing for pro¬ 
duction. Off the looms will come 
giant ’snoods” for rolling guns, 
tanks and planes. The "snoods,” 
of heavy fishnet-like fabric, dyed 
a jungle green, will become “self- 
camouflage” that can be tossed 
ever a tank or a Jeep as soon 
as it rolls to a halt.

A recent article in Fortt 0 ie 
Magazine explodes the old theory 
that the American people as a 
whole have the mentality of 13 
year olds! Mature intelligence 
grows up somewhere between 14 
and 16, so a 13-year old I.Q. in¬ 
dicates well-developed maturity! 
And, the article reassures us, the 
American people are as intelli¬ 
gent as any other people in the 
world— and far better informed. 
So there's an end to any infer¬ 
iority complex. The survey found 
that while Americans have di¬ 
verse opinions .their response to 
public issues shows logical, co¬ 
hesive thought. They wanted 
strict rationing before they got 
it. They want no major changes 
in our form of government when 
the war is over. They want con¬ 
tinuing freedom of most private 
enterprise from government inter¬ 
ference, no limitation on indi¬ 
vidual income, and a larger par¬ 
ticipation in world affairs. 


The Navy gets out a little 
broadside to its own men en¬ 
titled, "How U) Writf a Lettc 
and not an Advertisement lor a 
rorpedo.” It is a set of instruc¬ 
tions that every mother and fa¬ 
ther of a service man ought to 
have at hand when the long 
awaited note from Sonny arrives 
—and doesn’t say a thing. 

The restrictions which surround 
and sometimes almost suffocate 
Sonny’s correspondence are placed 
there for his own protection. Con¬ 
cerning the things his family 
wants most to know about — 
where he is, how close to the 
battle area, whether his force is 
biig or small, what’s the weather, 
nas he seen any action and how 
did he come through it—on those 
things, his silence means his 
satety ami that of other mother’s 
sons. 

For the boys detailed to far 
battle stations, the Navy writes it 
out in language they understand: 

’T - Write the name of your 
ship and its correct address (care 
oi the Fleet Postmaster, N.Y. 
or S.F. J but don’t give the lo¬ 
cation of you rship . 

"2 Don’t write about ports re¬ 
cently visited or when or where 
you expect to go. Don't write 
aoout convoys, ship movements 
or anything else you wouldn’t 
want the enemy to know. 

"3 Most important, use your 
common sense. It is not smart to 
avoid censorship when your life 
may depend on it. The censor 
does not pry, he protects. Don’t 
attract a tin fish by being a 
sucker.” 

Regularly a list of prohibited 
subjects is posted which the boys 
are asked to study. For the bene- 
lit of mothers, dads, sisters and 
wives inclined to worry that the 
service is making their men taci¬ 
turn and uncommunicative, here 
are a few of the subjects under 
Navy taboo: 

"The location, movement or 
identity of any merchant ship, 
aircraft, naval vessel or naval or 
military force. 

“Defensive or offensive forces, 
weapons, installations or plans of 
the U.S. or her allies, 

“The effect of enemy opera¬ 
tions, casualties either to per¬ 
sonnel or material suffered by 
the U.S. or her allies.” 

These instructions to service 
men should be understood and 
respected equally by civilians, 
who might well add one or two 
admonitions of their own to re¬ 
member when tehy write the 
boys; 

Do write good news, happy, 
morale building news. DON’T 
urge a confidence not freely 
given. And don’t write bad news 
or worri.^ome items to the fel¬ 
lows who have their hands full 
trying to straighten out for us 
the biggest headache the world 
has ever known.

A gain, he quotes a passage 
from H. G. Wells—incident¬ 
ally, a paragraph that might 
well have been clipped from a 
current magazine instead otf from 
an article printed long before the 
First World War ;this: "When 
the contemporary man steps fr*m 
the street —of clamorous insin¬ 
cere advertisement, push, adul¬ 
teration, underselling and inter¬ 
mittent employment — into the 
barrack-yard, he steps onto a 
higher social plane. Into an at¬ 
mosphere of service and co-oper¬ 
ation and of infinitely more hon¬ 
orable emulations. Here at least 
men are not flung out of em¬ 
ployment to degenerate . they 
are fed and drilled and trained 
for better services. Here at least 
a man is supposed to win pro¬ 
motion by self-forgetfulness and 
not by self-seeking.” 


An automobile, a trailer, a 
camp ground, or even a sleeping 
bag may soon acquire a legal 
status of a home in California, 
if occupied by war workers or 
transient farm hands, under the 
terms of a bill introduced in the 
Legislature by Assemblyman 
Crowley of Fairfield.

Varying costs of operating mo¬ 
tor vehicles on earth, gravel and 
paved roadways computed in 
tests recently completed in the 
mid-West by Iowa State College 
engineers showed the average 
cost of operation on eartli roads 
to be 8 cents per mile, on gravel 
roads, 5 cents per mile and on 
paved and concrete roads, 3(4 
cents per mile. Vehicles operated 
on gravel were found to be con¬ 
suming 10 percent more gasoline 
than those on asphalt or con¬ 
crete. Oil costs were 40 percent 
higher in the vehicles driven on 
gravel roads, while tire costs 
were 100 percent more, and car 
repairs 150 per cent more.

These things, say Washington, 
D.C., you can count on so far as 
income taxes are concerned: We 
will pay more than ever before. 
We must file by March 15, show¬ 
ing what 1942 income was. We’ll 
doubtless make our first quarter¬ 
ly payment — and maybe the 
second one — one the basis of 
present rates before Congress 
agrees on further changes. The 
Ruml plan to “forgive” 1942 taxes 
and start at-the-source collec¬ 
tions from 1943 incomes, didn’t 
meet with unqualified approval. 
Big taxpayers would have to be 
"forgiven” along with the little 
taxpayers. Th« United States 
Treasury isn’t for presenting 
such windfalls gratis. Pro’s and 
cons’ are being studied, but in 
the meantime, those who budget¬ 
ed their incomes for the payment 
of taxes are the ones w1k> will 
dither least when March 15 rolls 
around. If you haven’t a taxtime 
savings account, you can't do 
better than to begin one now! 
Right budgeting and saving now 
is practical patriotism because 
we’ll be paying, whatever the 
final pro or con turns out to he. 
And for a little push in the 
right direction comes the sug¬ 
gestion— Congress may up the
